Spying always: has been a dangerous and risky 
Occupation. Being hazardous, very few women 
take to this profession. There were some famous 
women spies like Mata Hari and White Lady in the 
First World War and Rhine Maiden in the 
Second World War. They were foreigners but if 
we look into our own history we come across 
equally courageous and intelligent women spies 
who served their country with the same zeal. One 
of them, Sharan Kaur, was @ woman spy during 
the reign of Maharaja Ranjit Singh. The story of 
her life tells us how, given an incentive, a positive 
Philosphy to boost her morale and proper training, 
even a timid and shy woman can be transformed 
into a fearless and brave heroine. 


There is a great deal of literature in Urdu and 
Punjabi on the exploits of this brave woman, the 
most well-known among them being the work of 
Bhai Vir Singh.
